DETAILED ACTION 

Notice of Amendment 

1 . In response to the amendment filed on 1 1/20/2008, amended claim(s) 1 , 3, 4, 7- 
9, 21 , and 22 and new claim(s) 35-37 is/are acknowledged. The current rejections of 
the claim(s) 1-12, 21 , 22, and 24-34 is/are withdrawn. The following is/are set forth: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12, 21, 22, and 24-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art does not disclose, teach, and/or fairly suggest a method of 
manufacturing a medical device, comprising the steps of inter alia: disposing a polymer 
jacket over a distal region of a core member, winding a coil in tension over the polymer 
jacket, and heating the polymer jacket to relieve the coil tension and allow the polymer 
to wick between adjacent windings of the coil to provide an outer surface of the polymer 
jacket relative to the coil in the medical device.
